ism, you are now actively trying 
to build a ring of encirclement 
around Socialist China.” 
This vilification was from the 
nation which sent Premier Chou 
En-lai to the last congress, in 
1961. It caused little outward 
alarm in Moscow, and perhaps 
some relief.

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Ba ntu Po ly g a my Hurts 
S. Africa n Beef Qua lity 


CAPETOWN, South Africa-Because the Bantu 
of the Republic of South Africa insists, with gov * 
ernment acquiescence, in practicing polygamy, the 
av erage quality of African beef is somewhat less 
than mediocre. 
This fact in itself could perhaps be quite in­ 
significant if it did not point up the peculiar Afri­ 
can problems inv olv ed in building an economy, 
maintaining a free enterprise system, and raising 
the economic welfare of the Bantu. 
With some 400.000 square miles of grassy v eld. 
South Africa has ample room for expanding the 
cattle industry. At present there are 12,000,000 head 
of cattle, of which 41 per cent are owned by Bantu 
tribesmen, on lands reserv ed for their exclusiv e 
use. 
White farmers who engage in cattle as a side­ 
line, do produce quality beef for better restaurants 
and for export. But the industry cannot be ex­ 
panded until the Bantu consents to breed up his 
stock. This is where the polygamy comes into the 
entire complex picture. 
An estimated 80 per cent of the Bantu still 
hav e two or more wiv es, with some reputed to 
hav e around two score. 
When a Bantu male wants to take another 
wife, he must pay the head of the family in cattle 
for the blushing bride. The lowest prev ailing price 
is fiv e head, and can go up to as much as 200 
bead if the maiden happens to be a chief's daugh­ 
ter. 
In this system of nuptial negotiations, the qual­ 
ity of the bride is a factor, but the quality of the 
cattle is not. Any scrub animal will serv e the 
purpose. This Is why, despite gov ernment work­ 
er* offering the use of imported blooded bulls to 
improv e their herds, the Bantu are not too much 
Interested In bothering when fiv e scrubby cattle 
Will get as much of a bride as fiv e good animals. 
Of course, to the Western mind, this would 
pot be too strenuous a problem. One solution would 
probably be to place an embargo on sales of such 
cattle, or to refuse to buy cattle from those who 
practice polygamy. .Another would perhaps be to 
eftbef driv e the Bantu off the grazing lands, or 
them to some big meat combine. 
Howev er, there is no desire to let a beef trust 
started in South Africa’s meat industry which 
comprises some 138 independent meat packing 
(Hants, plus more than 1,500 wholesalers. Neither 
Is It felt desirable to depriv e the Bantu of a way 
tf making a liv ing. 
In addition, the present South African gov ern­ 
ment seeks to refrain from passing laws to handle 
til possible situations, preferring to try education 
and persuasion. This has only been possible the 
|Mst few years since the fading of the old British 
philosophy toward nativ es which was to the affect 
*‘lf the ruddy beggars don’t know how to dress 
properly for tea, just keep them in bounds and 
Ignore them.” 


Added to this fact is that almost 300 years of 
Christian missionary work, especially by the pious 
Calv inistic Dutch Reformed church has not changed 
(he nativ e attitude toward polygamy. As a matter of 
fact there are Christian Bantu who practice poly­ 
gamy. While the clergy does not condone this sit­ 
uation. the theory seems to be that it is better to 
keep the conv erts in the church than driv e them 
away hv seeking to enforce prohibitions against 
the tribal laws and customs of centuries. 


Thus, with great patience in the past few years 
since free of British colonial philosophy, South 
African officials are seeking to make the Bantu 


raisers of better marketable cattle by appealing 
to their reasoning. 
Polygamy is based on the fetish the Bantus 
hav e for the creation of life. Die reason cattle is 
demanded for a female is that the groom is tak­ 
ing reproductiv e capacity out of the tribe, which 
is compensated for by the cattle which will re­ 
produce. 


But it has been for some time recognized by 
law that the cash equiv alent of a head of cattle 
is fiv e British pounds. Therefore, the South African 
officials are urging the family of brides to accept 
cash in lieu of cattle from the groom. 


The cash is then placed in a sav ings bank to 
draw interest on the basis that this way cash can 
reproduce as well as cattle. Although most of the 
Bantu still prefer cattle to cash for their maidens, 
some hav e accepted the reasoning inv olv ed, and 
this acceptance appears to be growing slowly. In 
time, it is hoped that by hav ing better cattle to 
sell, the cash receiv ed by the Bantu few better 
bred animals will result in not only a great expan­ 
sion of the beef industry, hut will also result in 
many of the Bantu embarking for themselv es into 
the meat industry, with packing houses, shipping, 
and other operations as independent businessmen. 


This gov ernment program is taking the long 
way around the horn and is not without opposition. 
Sir de Villiers Graaf, leader of the major opposi­ 
tion party, seems to feel that gov ernment action 
should be taken to enforce on the Bantu marriage 
laws more in keeping with western customs. 


Leo Boyd, leader of the smaller Progressiv e 
Party in Natal appears to believ e that birth con­ 
trol should be introduced to the Bantu, although 
there does not seem to be any plan dev ised as yet 
to get the Bantu tribesmen to accept the “pill.” 


But while the present gov ernment does not be­ 
liev e that polygamy and birth control are com­ 
patible and also realizes that the situation is not 
of the best in a nation where the Bantu outnumber 
whites 3 to 1, they are reluctant to use any force 
in stopping by law the most basic belief of the 
Bantu w'hich is to create life. 


They also seemingly proceed on the basis that 
the first step to be taken in bringing the Bantu 
man into the Western world is to encourage him 
to improv e his economic status and they realize 
that any measures taken now to prev ent the ages- 
old practice of polygamy would cause a wholesale 
rejection of acceptance of any plans to achiev e 
this end. 


It is also further felt that there is still room 
in Africa for an increase in population, both white 
and non-white, and that in time, patient steady 
encouragement will do the job. It is believ ed that 
if the Bantu are encouraged into a higher degree 
of economic affluence, they will then start looking 
with askance upon polygamy and realize the eco­ 
nomic disadv antages of this system, at the same 
time they learn through their bank books the ad­ 
v antages of breeding better cattle. As already 
stated, some disagree with this principle, insisting 
force should be employed, ev en though this in­ 
strument has not been successful for the past 300 
years. 


But in the Africans language there is a saying. 
“Men kan n perd no die w ater lei maar jy kan horn 
nie maak drink nie”. W'hich roughly translates into 
“you can driv e a horse to water but you can't 
make him drink”. Thus, the prev ailing belief, the 
Bantu cannot be driv en, but must be led into the 
20th Century.

According to American Machin­ 
ist, ^cGraw-Hill publication, the 
Russian metal-working 
industry 
this year must absorb a pool of 
314.000 unskilled laborers, all of 
whom are guaranteed jobs under 
the Sov iet law of total employ­ 
ment for ev ery able-bodied citizen. 
This law seemingly clashes with 
recent Sov iet reforms that make 
factory profits the prime indi­ 
cator of success, 
rather 
than 
gross output which was the pre­ 
v ious goal. 
The general exodus from the 
farms is caused, says American 
Machinist, by increased mechani­ 
zation of farming methods and 
automation. Also part of the pic- 
tuer is the desire of Sov iet youth 
to escape rural life for the gla­ 
mour of the big city. 
Russia currently has 4.000 v o­ 
cational training schools which a 
student may enter after complet­ 
ing his eight-year non-academic 
schooling. According to the pub­ 
lication. the schools will expand 
their facilities by 10 per cent this 
year to accommodate another 
103.000 students from Russia, the 
Eastern bloc and friendly na­ 
tions. 
The expansion, reports Amer­ 
ican Machinist, is caused by a 
shift 
toward 
more 
consumer 
goods production and machine 
building for consumer industries. 
While training’ emphasis is being 
placed on v isual aides, film strips 
and training 
films, 
v ocational 
schooling is out of date with real 
factory conditions. 
The 
result: 
most workers hav e to be retrain­ 
ed when they reach their jobs. 
Metalworkers are the second 
highest paid industrial 
workers 
with an av erage skill command­ 
ing 125 rubles (about 
$133) a 
month. This compares fav orably 


with the earnings of a doctor 
op 
teacher and is more than double 
that of a cab driv er or salesman. 
Office workers earn about 100 
rubles monthly. 
Highly skilled machinists puU 
down 170 rubles a month, says the 
publication, if their plants hav e a 
good production record, and spend 
jnearly half their pay on food. 
Public transportation is cheap and 
many Sov iet 
factories 
prov ide 
housing, medical serv ices, edu­ 
cation and v irtually-free v aca­ 
tions at factory-ow ned resorts. 
While there is a serious short­ 
age of skilled metalworkers, re­ 
ports American Machinist, the 
USSR appears to he holding its 
own against the rise in the num­ 
ber of unskilled workers in pro­ 
portion to the country’s needs. 
Rut the country is far from hav ­ 
ing solv ed its problems of train­ 
ing skilled 
workers, 
and with 
farm automation increasing, the 
problem of what to do with un­ 
skilled workers will get worse 
before it gets better.
